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Collapse of the Opposition. 

Loudon correspondent of the Tor 
onto "Globe," writing on the 5th of 
February says: The niaiu cause of the 
success of the Jiinistry has been the 
collapse of the Opposition. The Bul- 
garian atrocities and agitation bang 
like a millstone around their necks. 
The time has come when the orators 
who donounced the wrongs of tho Bul- 
garians as sins crying to heaven for 
revenge, are now brought face to face 
with plain facts, aud shriuk from the 
test, It is now clear to them . as it was 
long ago to every thinking man, that 
if the bcalvoniaus were to be rescued 
from Turkish oppression they could 
only be so rescued by the intervention 
of Russia. Russia is now ready, if not 
anxious, toundertake an armedinteiveu- 
tiou, and by every consideration of 
logic and consistency the participators 
in tho movement of which tho St. 
James' Hall Conference was the out- 
come should be prepared to bid God 
speed and to assist her, if needs be, in 
driving the Turks out of Bulgaria. To 
do Mr. Gladstone justice, he has the 
courage of his opiuious, and is eager 
for an Anglo-Russian campaign against 
Turkey, but uiue-teutUs of the Liberals 
are not prepared to endorse a policy 
which must entail an Europeau war 
aud iuvolvo tho aggrandizement of a 
Power whose interests are hostile to 
those of England. To speak tho plain 
truth, the majority of the Liberal 
leaders, in common with tho great 
mass of tl u nation, would much sooner 
■oe the emancipation of the Bulgarians 
adjourned lor an iudeliuito period tuau 
see it effected by the only means pos- 
sible at present, that is, by the occu- 
pation of Turkey by Russian armies. 
In so preferring they are giving proof, 
as I hold, of their good sense and 
patriotism. Butitisuot easy to re- 
concile this attitude with the "bag aud 
baggage" policy of tho recess, 
and iu consequence tho Opposition, 
as a body, hardly knows on what tack 
to sail. At a meeting of the Liberal 
leaders held just before themeetiugof 
Parliament, it was agreed, aftor much 
discussion, at Mr. Gladstone's instance 
that the party should recommend the 
policy of joint action with Russia in 
order to coerce Turkey into compliance 
with tho demand's 'of the' Powers for 
concessions to ttie Turkish Christians; 
but Lord Granville and Lord Hart- 
ington only consented to support this 
policy on condition of its being coupl- 
ed with a declaration that if would in- 
volve no rea 1 risk of war, as Turkey 
was certain to yield to any joint war- 
like demonstration on tho part of 
England and Russia. Of course such 
a stipulation utterly emasculated Mr. 
Gladstone's proposals, yet even in this 

' modiliud form they met with such an 
adverse reception from tho public as 

i o alarm the more moderate meinb^is 
of. tho Opposition. Tho truth is the 
country doos not want war at all, and 
least of all a war against Turkey in 
alliance with Russia; and while this 
remains the case thoro is no possibility 
of making much capital out of last 
autumn's extinct agitation. 

A Paris Sensation. —Lucy Hooper 
writes from Paris, February 2nd, to 
the Philadelphia "Telegraph:" Con- 
siderable excitement was created at 
tho Jardiu dosPlantos yesterday by an 
accident which happened there to a 
little child not quite iivo years old. 
Tho nurso who hud charge of the little 
foliow had placed him on the edge of 
the railing surrounding tho boar-pit, 
Btill keeping him encircled with her 
,:srm. A sudden movement released 
the child from her clasp, and he fell 
headloug into tho pit, theu tenanted 
by two full-grown bears. A universal 
shriek from every one present greeted 
tho accident, us it was of courso thought 
that ttie boars would iustautly soizo tho 
little intruder and tear him to pieces. 
But whether tho bears were tamed by 
long familiarity with tho public or 
whether they were intimidated by tho 
univoral ouli .y, has' notbeon decided, 
but at all even to « hoy made no attempt 
to molest the child. How to got him 
out was the next question. The keeper 
happeued at that moment to bo absent 
and it would never have douo to trust 
too long to the forbearance of the sav- 
age inmates of tho pit. In this emer- 
gency a workiugman came forward, 
cliinbeddown toin tho pit, picked up tho 
child aud climbed out again, tho bears 
seeming too much astonished at those 
nummary proceedings to oiler any ob- 



jections to them. This done, the man 
placed the little creature in the nurse's 
arms, and retired amid the applause of 
the crowd. The child was very slight- 
ly injured, a sprained wrist being tho 
only result of its fall. This morning 
M. Berthier, the father of the rescued 
infant, puts forth an advertisement 
in the "Figaro," begging to bo inform- 
ed of the name and address of his 
ohid's rescuer. Far moro fortunate 
was the poor little creature than a child 
to whom a similar accidont happened 
at Berne some years ago, and who was 
instantly soizod and strangled by ono 
of the largest of tho bears. 

The "Happy Despatch." — Somo curi- 
ous details are given by a .Japanese 
uowspapor— the "Tchoya Cliimboun" 
as to the manner in which somo of the 
"aristocrats of tho old school" in that 
couu try, who were condemned to death 
for tho part they took in tho late in- 
surrection, but who preferred hari kir 
to decapitation, spent the last few 
hours of their Jives. Four Samourai 
insurgents of Koumanoto, who escaped 
on the night of the 21th of October, 
assombled at the house of ono by name 
Youemara for tho purpose of ending 
their existence by the "happy des- 
patch" in his hospitable dwelling. 
Before, however, giving themselves 
ovor to death they gave themselves up to 
a regular jollilicatiou — drinking, danc- 
ing, aud siugtng as though on a festive 
occasion. Their hostess, without any 
wish unnecssarily to curtail their en- 
joyment, with much tact and good 
fooling advised themuot to keep up this 
revelry too long, a3 the police could 
hardly fail to hear the disturbance 
caused by their songs aud dances. 
They turned a deaf ear, however, to 
her kindly warning and continued to 
drink and amuso thomselvos for the 
whole day, saying that if tho "shizohu" 
arrived they wera prepared to attiick 
them. Tho hours thus passed pleas- 
antly away until sunset, when tho party 
arrayed themsolves iu the robes which, 
according to old Japanese fashion, are 
appropriate for the ceremony they 
were about to perform, and, having 
offered up their pr.iyers to the gods, 
"happily despatched" themselves with- 
out further delay.— "Pall Mall Gaz- 
ette." 

A Marvellous Riso Found at My- 
cesm. — Scbileinann writes from Athens 
February 1st, concerning tho cleaning 
out of another tomb at Mycenro, which 
was stored with gold treasures, like 
the rost, among them four gold goblets 
weighing about four pounds, aud a 
number of ornaments, including rings 
and necklace beads. Tho most remark- 
able find was a large seal ring, on 
which aro represented in "magnificent 
intaglio," devices that made Schile- 
mann exclaim that Homer must have 
seou this img bofore ho described the 
shield of Achilles, and which ho 
thus describes: "To tho left 
of tho spector is a ^alm tree under 
which is sitting a splendidly dressed 
woman, stretching out her left hand 
aud holding her right hand on the 
kneos; before {her stands another wo- 
man; who extends both hands toward 
her; behind tho standing woman stand 
two much taller women in magnificent 
dresses, of whom the ono offers three 
poppies to tho seated woman ;the other 
tall woman holds smilar poppies in 
her hand. Beyond the tall woman 
stands another woman, aud the sixth 
woman stands beyond tho palm tree 
and extends both hands to tho sitting 
woman. Just above the seated woman 
and the tall woman who offers her tho 
poppies is somo curious emblem, ru- 
sombliug the double shield of the war- 
riors on one of the gold rings of tho 
fourth tomb. To the right of the palm 
tree appears tho sea, from which rises 
tho sun in full splendor, tho rays being 
represented with iulinito art. Near tho 
sun risos tho crosceut of tho moon."

I would strongly urge on the Directors the neces- 
sity of having a now ward erected for the exclHSivo 
use of patients suffering from such communicable 
diseases as typhoid fever, erysipelas, diptherla, etc 
Tho admission of snob eases cannot bu avoided; 
many have been admitted during the past year They 
soeossarily cumo in contact with thu other patients, 
thus rendering Iho latter more or less subject to tho 
contracting oi the maladies of tho former. Fortu- 
nately spread of these diseases did not occur, owing to 
thu ohuervatiun of perfect elcanlinosH and other pre- 
cautions. '1 he only certain preventative, however, in 
tho complete Isolation of patients alllictcd with those 
diseases, and for this purpose a now ward is reaul- 
silo. 

Another matter of importance to which I would 
beg leave to direct your attention <s that, in time, « 
certain number of "incurables" naturally accumu- 
late iu the Hospital, persons destitute of means aud 
bedridden, the retention of whom is obviously detri- 
mental to the usefulness ami purposes of a hospital, 
i'be remedy suggests Itself in a "Home for Incur- 
ables." No doubt if the attention of tho Government 
were directed lo this pressing want the remedy would 
be forthcoming. 

In conclusion. Gentlemen, I have to report that 
the Hospital, as it exists. Is In a satisfactory condi- 
tion.

PROVINCIAL FINANCES. 

Wo have before usu bound volume of 
the Sessional Papers of 187(5. On page 
696 we find a statement of the financial 
condition of the Provinoe on tho 5th of 
February last your. Tuo statement is 
■igned by T.Basil Humphreys, MiuiBter of 
Finance, aud was isauod a fow clays sub- 
sequent to tho defeat of the Walkem 
Ministry. On tho uoxt page of tho book 
■we come across a return made by Mr. 
Vernon, Chief Commissioner, showing 
"tke expenditures of tho Lands and Works 
Department during tho year 1875, includ- 
ing accounts payable iu 1870 on unfin- 
ished contracts." Tho financial state 
meut shows that when tho Walkem Gov- 
ernment loft office thuru was an actual de- 
ficit of upwards of live hundred thousand 
dollars to be provided for by their suc- 
cessors. In addition to tins alarming oir- 
oumstauoo the half yearly subsidy from 
Ottawa, duo Jnuuiiry 1st, had been stop- 
ed to sooHro cash advances mado by the 
Cauadiau Government to the Columbian 
Government ;aiid a quantity of debentures 
had boon pawned at the Bank and to pi-i- 
rate parties as security for cash advances 
made to tho Province. Tho return of the 
Chief Commissioner exposed the still 
more disquieting fact that a liability for 
whioh there was no provision of 
031 3G had been incurred by tho Lands 
and Works, and that the votes of the 
House for 1875 had been exceeded by tho 
large sum of $144,000. To uittke the 
financial statement clear to the reader 
■wo produce it in auotlier column. It 
will bo seen that tho total amount of 
financial indebtedness on loan account 
is 8310,191. Of this sum $>130,0'28 was 
owed to tho Bunk of British Oolumbi i, 
830,000 to Sir James Douglas, and 8150,- 
000 to tho Dominion Government. All 
these sums wore expected to full duo 
within tho eight months next Hiicceediug 
the issuance of the statement; but pay- 
ment of the §150,000 borrowed from the 
Dominion was fortunately not pressed 
and was deducted from tho capitalized 
sum of §940,000, aud is now represented 
by a diminished annual subsidy. Adding 
the sum of §310,191 to the amount thon 
owing by the Lands and Works, thore was 
a grand total of §573, 223.30 due or 
coming due, for which the now Ministry 
had to provide boforo one dollar could 
bo expended in improvements or in dis- 
charge of tho civil service, tho litter being 
estimated at $259,000. Adding this sum 
of 8259,000 to the §573,228 wo have a total 
of liabilities to bo met iu 1870 of 
8832,125. Deducting tho assets (§330,- 
000) thero was an actual 

defioit of §502,228 30 staring tho 
young , Government full in the faoo 
From this enormous sum must in fairness 
be deducted the §150,000 for the immedi- 
ate payment of which tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment considerately declined to press, 
and which now stands to tho debit of the 
Province, and on which the Province 
pays interest at tho rate of five per oent. 
per annum. Thero was then loft tho 
sum of 8352,228.30 for which provision 
had to be mado. To meet this deficic a 
Loan Aot, that authorised tho issue of 
debentures to the amount of §350,000, was 
introduced by Mr. Humphreys and pass- 
ed through the House. For reasons which 
will be shortly explained by tho Gov- 
ernment, all the debentures issued under 
that Act havo not been floated; but a 
mm sufficient to preserve tho credit of 
the Province and pay off tho indebted- 
ness left by Mr. Beaveu for his successor 
to grapple with has been raised upon the 
necuiity of tho debentures. 
It will be soon from the foregoing opitoino 
and from tho statement itself that if tho 
Provinoe is in debt it is not this Govern- 
ment who are to blame. In tho faco of his 
official statement and his Budget Speech 
even Mr. Humphreys (who now occupies 
a seat on tho Opposition benches) will 
not claim that the Elliott Government are 
responsible for the present state of the fi- 
nances. The responsibility' of tho Wal- 
kem Government cannot be denied. Fuels 
aud figures aro against thorn. The unau- 
thorised expenditure in 1875 by the 
Limdn and Works department of 8144,- 
708.78 showed a state of rottennoss in that 
department that fow persons dreamed of; 
and tho fact that the Government have 
not sold a single debenture at less than 
its face or at a rate of interest higher 
than the authorized rate, and that they 
bsve rs.el the liabilities of IkeAr.. predeces- 
•ors, built new roads and bridges, repair- 
ed the disastrous effects of the great fresh- 
et on tho wagonroad and bridges, and 
maintained the public credit unimpaired 
stunds forth in marked contrast with the 
terrible straits t ) which thoir predeces- 
sors brought the country by thoir extra- 
vagaucoaud imcapaoity. To sum up: Tho 
Walkem Ministry received tho Govern- 
ment from Mr. McCroight with a surplus 
in tho Treasury, and (according to Mr. 
Humphreys) thoy left office at tho end of 
three years with a deficiency of §502,228,- 
20! 



MISSING PAPERS. 



The evidence taken before tho Commit- 
tee of tho House as to the mysterious dis- 
appearance of a vouchor from tho Trea- 
sury, does not clear Mr. Walkem of the 
xciiponsibility of having taken the vouohor 
from tho Treasury. The evidence of tho 
two permanent attaches of the office dis- 
tinctly points to tho vouchor as h iving 
boon dolivorod to Mr. Walkem by tho 
Auditor, since when it has not been snon. 
Tho voucher, let us state, was for the pay 
mont of a sum of money as traveling ex- 
penses to Mr. Holbrook, when that gen- 
tleman fat as President of tho Council in 
the MoCreight Ministry. During the re- 
cobs it wa« stated at a meeting by Hon. 
Mr. Elliott that the vouchor had boon 
destroy! 1 by Mr. Walkem. Tho latter, 
whonth - llouso oponed on tho 21st Feb- 
ruary, oalied attention to tin i statement. 
Hon. Mr. Elliott at onco apologized for 
having said that tho voucher was destroy- 
ed l J y Mr. "Walkem ; but aide! th-t /ha 
voucher was lust teen in Mr. Walkem's 
hands. Mr. Walkem replied that he hud 
"no recollection of having .seen the voucher," 
a id that Mr. Robertson, as head of the 
Treasury Department, was responsible 
for ils safekeeping. Subsequently Hon. 
Mr. Elliott moved for a oonimittoo to in- 
quire into llio disappearance of tho vou- 
cher, and the committed has reported the 
evidence, which distinctly aud dearly 
proves that tho vouchor was delivered fo 



Mr. Walkem by tho gentlemen connected 
with the Treasury, and was not returned 
to them. A doubt has been thrown on 
our stutamont as to a certain letter hav- 
ing mystoriously disappeared from the 
Land 'Office during Mr. Beaven's reigu. 
Both Mr. Brown and Mr. Humphreys, 
having pressed for tho appointment of a 
committee to iuquiro into tho disappear- 
ance of that letter, are well aware of tho 
facts. Tho letter was seen and read by 
Mr. Brown at tho Land Office ono day. 
On tho following day it was gone. _ A 
Committee of the House has failed since 
to discover it, and a blank in the Land 
Office letter-book shows whero tho letter 
ought to be but is not. 



"WORDS!" 

"Words, words, words, nothing but 
words," from tho leader of the Opposi- 
tion again. Mr. Walkem made a speech 
three hours long yesterday to introduco 
au amendment to tho Beply to Lord 
Carnarvon's dispatch. In place of criti- 
cising tho Reply tho speech was occupied 
in a bitter attack ou tho Ministry. In fact, 
the Chief Commissioner furnished almost 
the en tiro material for tho oratorical ef- 
fort, which was ono of Mr. Walkem'B 
poorest speeches during tho present ses- 
sion, aud he has inndo several. Tho only 
efi'eot of yesterday's tirade will bo to show 
Lord Carnarvon that tho Province is not 
a unit iu the demand for the Carnarvon 
Terms. As for tho amendment it cannot 
bo admitted. Tho Beply is excellent ns 
it stands, and any attempt at tinkoring 
aud spoil it. Tho debate Witt bo cou tins' 
ed to-morrow.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, March 27. — Tho 'Standard's' 
Berlin dispatch snys: It is reported 
from Constantinople that tho Porte has 
resolved not to further prolong the ar- 
mistice with Montenegro. 

Tho 'Post' publishes the following 
in official form: Thero is good reason 
for believing that the cabiuet to-day 
will meet under conditions much al- 
tered siiico their last council. Tho sus- 
pense, doubt and gloom, which over- 
shadow European politics to a consid- 
erable extent, are dissipated, aud while 
it would bo premature to indulgo iu 
any illusions we may safely gather en- 
couragement from tho fact that tho 
llussian government is apparently dis- 
posed to meet the wishes of England, 
and endeavor to come to a more rea- 
sonable arrangement than the iuad- 
missablo condition lately put forward. 

Constantinople, March 28. — Tho 
Turkish chamber of deputies in socroL 
session yesterday discussed tho address 
in answer to the speech from the 
throne. Tho speakers without excep- 
tion resented all foreign intervention 
on Turkish affairs. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Boston, March 2S.— The steamer 
Austrian will leave for Liverpool on 
Saturday with 27U head of live cattle, 
tho beginning of proposed extensive 
shipments. 

New Orleans, March 28. — Three 
members who have heretofore occupied 
seats in the Packard house: Prank 
Davis of St. Laudley, Barnard Davios 
of Point Coupee, and TJlger Itomeroof 
Iberia, woro to-day sworn in and took 
seats in Nicholls legislature. 



Mysterious Treasures. 

The Santa Barbara Cal. Index of the 1st 
inst. contained the following intelligence 
respecting tho Bailing of an expedition 
from that port to the northern coast under 
the conduct of Capt. Kimberly,well known 
to many of our readers, from his former 
connection with tho fur-seal trade while 
iu command of tho schooner Cygnet: 

Capt. M. M. Kimberly left the port of 
Santa Barbara nearly two weeks ago with 
two schooners going up tho channol. It 
is said tho vessels obtained their clearance 
papers from tho post officer at Wilming- 
ton. VurioiiB surmises have reached us as 
to tho probable object of tho expedition, 
tho most plausible ono being that Captain 
Kimberly, during one of his several fur- 
hunting expeditions in tho pa-it twenty 
years on tho coast of Alaska, discovered a 
large lodge or body of a heavy nietalic 
substance, of which bo brought away spec- 
imens. For years nothing was done with 
tho specimens, they lying neglected in an 
out of tho way corner. During tho late 
months that ho has passed at his home in 
Santa Barbara, ho wished to know what 
of value, if any, the specimens contained. 
It is said that the result of assays proved 
that they were immensely rich in gold 
aud silver. The facts were quietly given 
to a fow of the enterprising, wealthy men 
of Santa Barbara who associated with 
Kimberly and organized tho expedition 
to vis.it tho locality of tho discovery and 
bring away their ships loaded with tho 
rich ore. The persons supposed to havo 
furnished the means for tho expedition 
are extremely reticent, and will not stand 
interviewing.

Now. what othor infercico can be drawn 
from the above than that lie had "ap- 
proached" me, and had ret) nested a pro- 
position in writing whioh I gave us above. 
N'niv, mark well tho words, "at SO per ton, 
ship's measurement." Any shipper knows 
that there aro exceptional articles, such 
as grain, hay, bo., which aro usually 
taken on Fraser river at woiglit. Now, 
ship's measurement on grain is 1,6001b 
per ton, and 40 cubic foot per ton for bay. 
If I agreed to carry for Mr. O. at "ship's 
measurement" it. would on such articles 
have so fur oxcesnled $8 that thero would 
havo been but little advantage to Mr. O. 
under such a contract, aud I presume that 
Mr.O. caw that it was not "under rates," 
to uso his own words. Again, why should 
I go to Mr. O. at all? I h.ivo had a practi- 
cal monoply of Fraser river for years past, 
and thero ivas no ncccst-ity for my "ap- 
proaching" the gontleman whatever. 
Furthermore, Mr. O. must havo seen by 
my letter that if lie entered into tho oon- 
tractat $6, ho would be bound to pay mo 
that price even in the opposition carriod 
at 81 which., of course, did not suit him;

26th. "How is this for truth?" 
_ As to uffers, I havo had from parties 
interested at least a dozen, to refer to 
which would serve no purooso. If thov 
did not como from Mr. O. they ccrtninfy 
oomo from his associates.

SECOND SESSION. 



Thursday. March 29th. 
Mr. Speaker took tho Chair at 2 o'- 
clock. 

PltlVILEOK. 

Mr. Fisher said his attontion had been 
called to tho report in The Colonist of 
yesterday which he wished to correct his 
amendment to Dr. Ash'a resolution was: 

"That a respectful Address he present- 
ed to His Honor the Lieut. -Governor, 
praying His Honor to oauso tho Domin- 
ion Government to ho iuformod, through 
the proper channel, — 

"That tbis*Hou88, aftor caroful oonsid- 
ora'ion of the incidence of tho increase of 
taxation sanctioned by tho Parliament of 
Canada since British Columbia joined the 
Confederation, is of opiniou that somo in- 
terests of the Eastern Provinces aro alion 
to important industries of this Province; 

"That this Houso expresses tho belief 
that the people of British Columbia aro 
■willing to sharo tho burden of additional 
taxation necessitated by tho condition of 
tho Eastern Pruviucosaud that thisllouso 
is strongly of opinion that Customs Tariff 
ought to afford greater protection to tho 
agricultural interests of the Province." 

In moving tho amendment he said that 
-\re unfortunately accepted tho Dominion 
tariff on the faith of the immediate oon- 
atruotion of tho Pacific Railway. Our 
only course now is to endeavour to get 
li'aols again our own tariff and keep it un- 
lit tho Dominion Government is prepar- 
ed to carry out the tortus of Confedera- 
tion as far as practicable and in good faith. 
But wo ought to work through our repre 
seutativos at Ottawa. 

Mr. Smith rose to a question of privi- 
lege us to tho library being occupied by 
committees and requested that the room 
should bo kept solely for tho use of mom- 
bers. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that while on 
thu question of tho library as one of the 
committee ho would ask hou. gentle- 
men to return tho books they had borrow- 
el. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS, 

Mr. Fisher, as chairman of the Publio 
AceountB Committee, had tho honor of 
banding in the first report of tho Com- 
mittee and tho House orderod it to he 
printed. 

Mr. Beaveu said that as tho minority of 
tho Committee did not agree with a state- 
ment in reference to the payniout of cer- 
tain monies to Messrs. Tolinio and Fin- 
layaon, ho wished to hand in their report, 
and moved that it should be printad with 
tho chairman's report. 

Mr. Mara said he saw no reason why it 
should not ho printed. 

Mr. Humphreys said that no member 
could voto on a question in which he was 
pecuniarily interested and he objected to 
Dr. Tolinio voting now. 

Mr. Spoaker said the hon. gontlemau 
was out of order. 

Mr. Mara said that tho House had or- 
derod Dr. Tolinio to bo ono of the Coni- 
mittoo and it was bis duty to voto while 
on that Committee. 

Hou. Mr. Walkem said that Dr. Tolmie 
had violated the rules of tho House by 
voting on tho question. 

Mr. Fisher said that applies o-ily when 
pecuniary intorests are to bo voted for. 
This money was paid by tho order of tho 
Court of Arbitration. 

Mr. Walkem— No, no. 

Mr. Fisher— The hon. gentleman knows 
very well that what 1 say is truth. 

Mr. Walkem— I know nothing of tho 
kind, 

Mr. Fhlior-If you had been properly 
taught you would have known it(cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said this matter had 
been settled by a decision of the Court of 
Arbitration and the decision was just as 
formal as a decision of tho Supromo 
Court. The lion, gentleman was as enti- 
tled to sit on this Committee as any other 
hon. gentleman. Tho hon. gentleman did 
get §16,01)0 for his land and every man in 
the Province know it (boar.) 

Mr. Walkem rose to speak and was rul- 
ed out of order by tho Speaker. 

Dr. Tolmie roso to speak on a point of 
order. 

Mr. Humphreys said the hon. gentle- 
man was interested in the payment and 
ho objected t'J his speaking at all. 
Tho Spoaker said he was in order. 
Dr. Tolinio acid that when ha had a 
prospective interest in the dock property 
he voted against the work being under- 
taken until the intention of the Canadian 
Government respecting tho Dock had 
boon ascertained. He would now ask per- 
mission to resign from the Committoo on 
Public Acoounts. 

Mr. Beaveu said that Dr. Tolmio was 
pecuniarily interested and could not voto. 

Hou. Mr. Smitbe regretted to soo a 
squabble nearly ovory day between the 
Public Accounts Committee arising from 
an attempt of memb:rs of the Committoo 
to address the Houso except through their 
Chairman. Tho minority of that Com- 
mittee had n perfect right to proseut a mi- 
nority report; but they had no right to 
report individually. The Chairman should 
have presented both tho majority and mi- 
nority reports. 

Mr. Beaveu said tho Chairman had 
sanctioned the proceeding. 

Hon. Mr. Smitbo.— That dooa not mako 
it right. If any objoction was takou to 
Dr. Tolmio's vote in the Committee, that 
objection should have been reported to 
this Houso. Suppose Mr. Beaven had re- 
ceived 810,000 ior his Constance Covo 
property, and received it illegally would 
ho have relumed the money it a numer- 
ous report of a Committee had asked bim 
to do so. [A. roar of '.Noes. "J This was 
a question for a court of law, and was not 
a question for tho Oommitteo. The hou. 
gentleman's pecuniary interest had ceasod 
to exist when be hud got tho money. Dr. 
Tolmie hud beon biully abused. It was a 
shame and a disgrf.ee that tho hon. gen- 
tleman had boon retleoted on in tho way 
hu had been by Opposition members of 
tho House. (Applause) 

[ Mr. Walkem horo compluinod of ap- 
plause from tho galleries. Tho Spoaker 
Buid tho applause came from tho lloor of 
tho House J 

Mr. Mn ra said tho diiousaiou on tho 
point of order was irregular and should 
bo stopped. 

Mr. speaker said that tho disoussion 
was out of order. 

Dr. Tolinio said that ho resigned; not 
because ho considered himself to have 
hoen in the wrong, but because h<» wished 



to save tho iimo of tho Houso, and in 
this matter to put an end to tho senseless 
obstraotivonoss of the Opposition. 

Dr. Tolmio's resignation received, and 
Mr. Mara appointed in his stead. 

PBIVILEOU, 

Mr. Walkem drew attention to an Act 
of this House, 1875, which provontod any 
person holding oflioo or contracts undor 
tho Dominion Government. Ho produc- 
ed tho statomont of expenditure of tho 
Canadian Government for two years to the 
30th Juno, 1876, by which it was shown 
that Mara & Wilson woio paid for services 
performed and goods supplied to tho Do- 
minion Government, amounting to $57,- 
000. Ho called on tho Houso to onforco 
its rules and law. Ho (Mr. Walkem) in- 
tended to see the end of this mattter. 

Mr. Speaker— Bring the matter up as a 
motion. 

Mr. Walkem said that it was very un- 
pleasant to him. (Laughter from Hon. 
Mr. Elliott.) 

Mr. Walkem— The hou. gentloman may 
laugh. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott.— I'm laughing to 
think how unpleasant this is for you. 
How does the hon. gentloman intend to 
have this matter investigated? 
Mr. Walkem— In a Court of law. 
Hon. Mr. Elliott— Then the least you 
say about tho matter horo the bettor. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Mara— Tho hon gentloman has said 
he intends to probe Ibis matter to the 
bottom in a court of justice. That would 
bo all very well; but be (Mr. Mara) thought 
that tho Houso itself should investigate 
tho charge. Tho hon. membor had said 
that ho was liable to a penalty of 6500 a 
day for every day ho sat aud voted in tho 
House. Very well, he |Mr. MaraJ in- 
tended to sit there and voto on overy ques- 
tion that came up, as ho had a legal right 
to do [hear |, and ho insisted on the hou. 
gentleman taking immediate steps to bring 
on an enquiry and hot repeat the contempt 
and cowardly course he had taken in 
reppect of the vote of want of confidence 
in the Ministry. [Cheers. J Ho bopod the 
standing orders would bo suspended to 
enable a committoo of tho lion, gentle- 
men's own supporters to bo appointed. 

Mr. Walkem said ho would tako such 
stops as should soem to bo tho best in the 
matter and was called to order. 

Mr. Mara oskod that tho fullest latitude 
be given to the leader of the Opposi- 
tion. If his right to sit here was challeng- 
ed it ought to bo sifted hero. 

Mr. Walkem said it was the duty of tho 
Attorney General to take this mattor up 
himself. 

OQDEN POINT LANDS. 

Mr. Morrison introduced a Bill respect 
ing the Ogden Point Lauds. 

Mr. Davio said that the Bill was a pri- 
vate ono. 

Mr. Morrison raid that the hon. gentlo- 
man had condemned tho Bill without see- 
ing it. It restod with tho Speaker to say 
whether the Bill was a private one or not. 

Mr. Speaker said that tho Ogden Point 
Lands wore in the hands of trustees and 
the Bill was a private bill. 

Dr. Tolmie thought tho Bill was a pub- 
lio ono. 

Mr. Speaker decided the Bill was out 
of order. 

Mr. Morrison road the resolution of tho 
House that -17 acres of land should be set 
apart for tho purposes of a public come 
t9ry. A committee ^aa appointed hist 
session to investigate tho way in which 
the Ogden Point Lands were dealt with 
and seven members of that committee had 
decided that a Bill ought to be introduc- 
ed. 

Mr. Armstrong— Who is this land in the 
bands of ? 

Mr. Speaker— In tho hands of trustees. 
Mr. Armstrong— Therefore it is a pri- 
vate Bill. 

Mr. Morrison appealed from tho deci- 
sion of the Chair. 

Mr. Walkem in giving his voto said 
there was very little doubt that the Bill 
was a private ouo. 
The Chair was sustained — 10 to 13. 



COFFERDAM. 

Mr. Morrison moved that tho evidence 
taken by tho cofferdum committee be prid- 
ed. Agreed to. 

RAILWAY*. 



Hon. Mr. Elliott moved that tho reply 
of tho Provincial Government to tho des- 
patches of Her Majesty's Principal Secre- 
tary of Stato in answer to tbo Petition of 
this House on the Bubject of tho con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
bo taken into consideration, and that 
this House do approve of tho t-aid reply, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that tho Reply 
hnd received from tho Government that 
careful consideration so important a docu- 
ment as the di-patch of Lord Carnarvon 
merited. He hoped that this House 
would approve of tbo Iioply with perfect 
unanimity, that thoy would follow tho ex- 
ample pot by certain members of this 
Houso last session who withdrew an a- 
mendment to tho Reply on this very sub- 
ject by tho then Government. Ho moved 
the adoption of tho Reply. 

Mr. Walkem said that ho scarcely 
blamed tho hon. Premier for not saying 
much on thii matter, as tho subject was 
worn threadbare. The Government over 
which he had the honor to preside had 
takon strong ground on this question. 
There was no parallel between tbo policy 
of the present Government and that of 
the Government which had preceded 
thorn. This Government had placed bo- 
fore tho Dominion and tho country a 
weak Governor's speech. Tho Govern- 
ment should have said that tbo conces- 
sions asked were not such as tho Province 
could make; but ho (Mr. Walkem) folt 
that it was idle for him lo speak — ho felt 
that the passage of tho reply was forecast. 
He (Mr. Walkem) had allowed his mo- 
tion of want of confidence in tho Govern- 
ment to lie ov*r so as not to embarasH 
the Government and not through any 
other feoliug. The hon. Premier had 
takon into his Cabinet two gentlemen who 
were not in favor of the Carnarvon Terms, 
and had ninco proved that thoy were not. 
Tho former President of tbo Council 
had acted manfully; hut the Chief Com- 
missioner had attacked tho Island rail- 
way as an utterly useless and valueless 
work, ami still -retained his seat. Tho 
hon. gentleman here proceoded to reiter- 
ate his attack on tho Chief Commissioner 
for his (reported) remarks on the Island 
Railway, w.uioh have been on three diffoi- 
ont occasions fully reported in those 
columns. Tho policy of the Government 
had been a weak and cringing one. There 
were gentlemen in this Houso from whom 
ho oxpooiod better things, who bad brok- 
en their promises to their constituents. 
The railway agrooinmit was in shreds and 
thiu House misrepresented tbo Provinoe, 
He knew that a caucus had been held 
and that this Reply would' pass. It was 
like running his head against a stono- 
W»ll to try and oonvLuco the majority of 



this House that they would bo wrong in 
passing this Reply. He complained that 
the Government had producod no argu- 
ments in support of their position, that 
they had not sustained tho Carnarvon 
Terms in their speeches, or uttered a 
valuable word. The Government had 
shirked their duty when thoy allowed 
Mr. Pimbury to bring in his railway reso- 
lution, which was a foolish motion 
[Tho lion, gentleman again referred to 
tbo Chief Commissioner's remarks on 
the Island Railway.] Tho Provinco was 
divided in sentiment on the Railway ques- 
tion. Tho Mainland and Island wero 
divided and both would bo cut to pieces 
by tho enemy at leisure. The Ministry 
Bbould bo a unit on this question. 
[Reference was again made to tho speech 
of tho Chief Commissioner.] Why was 
it that Lord Carnarvon had changed his 
views on the railway? The causo was tho 
dissension in the Ministry, und ho blam- 
ed the Premier for not having sevored the 
connection. Tho Provinco was becoming* 
sacrificed, and bo with others might bo 
driven from it to seek broad eleewhero. 
Tho public have had their eyos opened, 
und will look at any notion of tbo Govern- 
ment with great care, and even suspicion. 
They have bad their oyes opened sufli- 
oieutty to see that the bait of $5,000,000 
or even SO. 000,01)0 will not catch them. 
Ho would not say that the Government 
bad advocated this, for ho most cortuinly 
did not think they wero capablo of i . 
He thought the Premier could not foel 
very sure of his position when be was 
obliged to publish in ono of the uows- 
papers a certificate of his character. Ho 
should not have allowed it to bo publish- 
ed at all, even in spito of tho practico 
being carried on by this (the Opposition) 
tide, which ho entirely disagreed with. 
Tho Government wore false to the country 
in allowing the Carnarvon Tonus to bo 
broken up. Ho did not object to tho first 
two clauses of the Reply; but thought 
that the third was one of tho strongest 
concessions we could make to both tho 
Dominion Government und also to Lord 
Carnarvon. It was making our Order in 
Council virtually so much waste-paper. 
It was putting a weapon iu tho hands of 
tbo Mackenzie Government against tho 
Macdonald party, and then this promise 
to commence the road next summer, why, 
when we read the dispatches we find there 
is no promise whatever. Lord Carnarvon 
has told tho Canadian Government as 
forcibly as bis position warrant's him that 
the Government could not, countenance 
such a thing as waiting to build tho road 
till tho country could do it without in- 
creasing taxation, and had thereby acted 
as our friend.. As for the surveys requir- 
ed from Naval Officers, wo know that that 
very information is even now not 200 
yards from tho Colonial Olliico. Lord 
Duffer in had told him that Lord 
Carnarvon would recommend the 
principle of a money equivalent and 
then would leavo tho sum to 
bo fixed by tho Dominion and British Co- 
lumbia. Ho bad an amendment to move 
viz., strike out Clause 3 aud insert "that 
they respectfully submit that the delays 
that have already taken placo in tho com- 
mencement of tho railway within tho Pro- 
vinco should not have occurred, and thoy 
therefore strongly and respectfully urge 
that tbo construction of that portion of 
tho railway between E*quimalt and Nan- 
aiiro which was agreed in 187-ito bo im- 
mediately constructed should no longer 
bo deferred. Thoy also submit that if the 
surveys of tbo line on the mainland portion 
of tho Provinco aro incomplete they 
should bo atonco pushed vigorously for- 
ward so that railway construction upon 
tho Mainland shall bo commenced with- 
out fail at a period not later than that in- 
dicated in Lord Carnarvon's dispatch of 
tho 18th December, 1876." 

Mr. Humphreys seconded tho amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Williams moved the adjournment 
of the debate. Carried. 

Hou. Mr. Elliott moved that the nouso 
at its rising do stand adjourned till 2 p.m. 
ou Saturday. Carried.

Mr. D.wduoy said ho had not heard any 
argument during tho discussion which 
should induce the Govornmout to grant 
tho Committoo, As tho Houso was awaro 
he had on soveral occasions expressed his 
opinions in regard to tho route for the 
railway. It was, theroforo, very unfair 
for those hon. gontlomen to throw tho 
whole responsibility of tho delay of the 
survey of that route on the Government.

COMMONS. 

March 15. 

Mr. DeCosmos moved for a Committee 
of twolvo to enquire into the progress 
made with tho surveys of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) said aa sec- 
onder of the motiou liiH object was not to 
advocate any particular route through 
British Columbia. He had always main- 
tained that the question of the route was 
one which iu general interests of tho Do- 
minion must bo decided by the engineers; 
but ho did object to tho paltry polioy of 
this Government from year to year. 

Mr. Mackenzie showed that 83,130,615 
had boen expended on Paoifio surveys in 
six years, aud every effort had been made 
to push forward tho work in order to show 
British Colombia that the Government 
was iu earnest. He protested against any 
hon. member holding him accountable 
for any statement he made with regard to 
tbo enginoer'8 operations. Ho knew noth- 
ng about tho country himself. All his 
statements woro made upon information 
furnished him by tho Chief Engineer and 
his assistants. It is woll known that in 
tho survey of a vast country like British 
Columbia aud tho Northwest Territories 
it is impossible for any onginoer to bo ab- 
solutely accuto in the statements he may 
make with regard to tho probablo success 
of a line in any particular direction. A 
branoh of tho Cariboo Mountains stand in 
the way, presenting what is practically an 
impenetrable barrier, of which nothing 
was known until the country' was ex- 
plored. Tho member for Cariboo has 
said that tho lino would bo, or could be 
completely surveyed to Buto Inlet, and 
it is so completely surveyed to-day. It is 
also completely surveyed to Dean Inlet 
and the Profit. Another route which is 
only partially surveyed runs to Port Es- 
sington, tho most northorn port of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and which, of all that can 
be obtainod, forms tho shortest route to 
tho sea. It is truo that in so inhospitable 
a country, tho snow being so deep and 
tho ice so firm in winter, it is likely to bo 
practically out of the question to think of 
going thero; but with reference to the 
Fruser Valley ho might simply etito, as 
an hon. gentleman lias said, that wo wore 
reluctantly compelled to sook a more fa- 
\ourable route. Wo. do not indicate, 
however, by any meaiiB, that under no 
circumstances which may yet bo dovolop- 
od would wo ever resort to an examina- 
tson of tho Eraser Valley again. On tho 
contrary, there is much to bo said in fa- 
vor of tbo Fraser Valloy. Wo can, for in- 
stance, havo navigation oil tho Eraser 
River to a point so high iu tho rivor as to 
mako that route practically 152 miles 
shorter than tho routo to Buto Inlet. And 
we havo extraordinary difficulties to face 
when wo reach Buto Inlet, arising in con- 
nection with navigation. Tho Chief En- 
ginoor is invostigatiug that point at this 
moment, and ho hopes that tho informa- 
tion ho is collecting and distributing un- 
der various heads will bo prepared with- 
in a short timo in such a shapo as to bo 
presented to tho Houso. That informa- 
tion will probably determine their choice 
of tho ultimate routo through British 
Columbia. Iu tho meantime ho had mere- 
ly te say that it i"r quito impossible for 
tho Government to accodo to the requent 
for a Committee with powers to send for 
porsonB and papers and to institute an ex- 
amination of this sort. Ho was sure that 
tho hon. gontleman who had moved for 
tho oommitteo would boo how uttorly im- 
practicable such a schemo would bo. Who 
is to critioise the action of Mr, Sandford 
leming and Mr. Marcus Smith? Are 
oro politicians to undortako to 
examino thoBO men and to roport 
to tho Houso as to whether thoy are 
right or wrong? This is not a mat- 
tor of administration at all; it h a mattor 
of engineering. If the Govornmout havo 
not shown sufliciout diligence in prose- 
outing tho snrvey, lotHm make a motion 
to that effect and it sh t bo met promptly 
and shown that tbo Government is not 
opon to such oonsure, and ho (Mr. Mac- 
kenzie) would take occasion at the 
propar ti « to give the very fullest 
information with rospeot to evory-
